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From the foregoing i^ appears that the appropriation for miscel- 
laneous books was increased from $3,500.00 per annum to $6,000.00 
— a very wise provision on the part of the Committee on Appropria- 
tions, as the larger sum barely suffices for the purchase of the cur- 
rent literature and such items of the literature of the past as may 
be found in auction sales and in second-hand book stores and cata- 
logues. 

The item for incidental expenses was also increased from $2,500 
to $3,000. 

By direction of the Governor the payment of the salary of a 
clerk was removed from the Incidental Expense Account and added 
to the salary roll. The only other items added were the salary 
of the Custodian of the Public Records, for which the committee on 
appropriations allowed $1,500, and the item for incidental expenses 
of the new department for which $2,500 was appropriated. 

In looking over these appropriations the only item that seems 
insignificantly small is that for law books. The collection of law 
books has been falling behind for a number of years and the Libra- 
rian is informed, on the best authority, that it will require at least 
$2,500 in addition to the appropriation to put it on anything like 
a satisactory basis, and he suggests that the next Legislature be 
asked for this amount in addition to the usual appropriation. No 
department of the Library is more consulted by intelligent patrons, 
and the State cannot afford to maintain a law collection that is not 
practically complete. 

Cataloguing. 

Some years ago the work of cataloging the collection was taken 
up under a special appropriation by the Legislature, and an author 
and title card was prepared for each of the books in the Library. 
This catalogue has been most useful, but it is nevertheless inade- 
quate to the needs of the institution. The present librarian could 
not approve of the classification which had been adopted for the 
arrangement of the books upon the shelves and at the June meet- 
ing of the Trustees of the Library he was authorized to classify the 
new books as they came in under the Dewey decimal system, 
which is adopted by about 90 per cent, of the new libraries. 

There had been no stock list of the collection and this absolutely 
indispensable list of accessions was begun at the same time. With- 
out such a record it is very doubtful whether any insurance could 
be obtained in case of the destruction of the collection by fire. 
It is the purpose of the Librarian to list the volumes which were 
previously in the Library as soon as time may permit, and to gradu- 
ally recatalogue and reclassify the whole collection. 
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The cataloguing force is inadequate and» poorly paid, and can 
hardly be expected at the present time to do much more than keep 
up with the current accessions. The Librarian recommends that 
four cataloguers be placed on the pay roll at salaries of six hundred 
dollars each. 

Department of Public Records. 

Early in the session of 1903, the Librarian received a com- 
munication from Prof. Herman V. Ames, of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, suggesting that a bill be introduced into the Legislature 
for the creation of a Department of Public Records. Prof. Ames 
had, with Dr. Lewis S. Shimmell, published a report in 1901 on 
the Public Archives of Pennsylvania, in which he had pointed out 
the necessity for some active measures in order that the historical 
papers of the Commonwealth might be preserved. Large numbers 
of them have been stolen from time to time, and there is hardly 
a collection of manuscripts in the country which did not contain 
papers belonging to the State. In many cases the papers had 
been ruined by careless handling, by dampness and by insects, 
and the seals had been removed from many valuable papers as mere 
mementos of a visit to Harrisburg. After some correspondence 
with Prof. Ames the State Librarian prepared bill No. 135, which 
is entitled "An Act for the creation and government of a division 
of the State Library for the preservation of Public Records." 
This was founded upon the suggestions of Prof. Ames, and went 
through the Legislature without objection, and was approved by the 
Governor on the 14th April, 1903. At the same time two items 
were added to the General Appropriation Bill which provides a 
salary for an assistant in the Division of Public Records of $1,500.00 
per annum, and for the necessary expenses incidental to the preser- 
vation of the records, ?2,500.00 per annum. 

Soon after bill No. 135 had been introduced in the House a joint 
resolution was proposed by Mr. Cooper, at the suggestion of Mr. 
Joseph Willcox, of Philadelphia, which is described as "Joint resolu- 
tion No. 3, to preserve the historical archives of the Common- 
wealth." This resolution provides for the appointment of a com- 
mission of three members to take charge of the collection, mending, 
mounting and preserving of the papers of the Commonwealth, and 
to arrange for their deposit in the State Library. It also contains 
an appropriation of |10,000 for the accomplishment of this work. 
The resolution passed the House and finally, after some comment, 
passed the Senate also. The Governor appointed as the commis- 
sioners under the act Dr. John W. Jordan, of Philadelphia; Mr. 
Edwin H. Anderson, of Pittsburg, and Mr. Thomas L. Montgomery. 
As the first bill No. 135 provides for an advisory commission whose 
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duty it is to advise with tlie Governor, the Trustees and the State 
Librarian, the Governor appointed on this commission Dr. John W. 
Jordan, Philadelphia; Mr. Edwin H. Anderson, of Pittsburg; Mr, 
Boyd Crumrine, of Washington; Mr. Frank li. Diflfenderfer, of 
Lancaster, and Mr. Julius F. Sachse, of Philadelphia. These two 
commissions are acting as a unit in the work which has been taken 
up under the direction of the State Librarian. The south end of 
the basement has been appropriately fitted up with metal cases 
and tables and eight young women are now at work under the 
direction of Luther R. Kelker, who has been appointed by the 
State Librarian as Custodian of the Public Records. 

A large instalment of papers has been received from the Auditor 
General's Department and the work of classifying these is proceed- 
ing briskly. Preparation has also been made for the mending and 
mounting of the papers and one of the assistants was sent to Phila- 
delphia to be instructed by Miss J. 0. Wiley, who has done such 
satisfactory work for the Historical Society of Pennsylvania. 

The State Librarian is ex-oflficio Secretary of the Free Librarv 
Commission of Pennsylvania, which was organized by law in 189ft 
The enactment did not carry with it an appropriation and for two 
years the work of instituting the traveling library system was car- 
ried on by subscriptions. In 1901 J3,000 was appropriated for 
the work and in 1903 $12,000 was asked for. It is a matter of 
congratulation that this was one of the few appropriations that 
was not cut by the Committee on Appropriations. This mode of 
providing literature for places which have no library facilities is 
bound to appeal more and more in the less populous districts. With 
the small amount of money on hand it has not been thought ad- 
visable to advertise the movement too much, as the small force 
could only turn out a limited number of libraries in a year, nev<»r- 
theless 102 of these collections of fifty books each have been circu- 
lated throughout Pennsylvania in 140 different places. The State 
Librarian had the pleasure of addressing the annual meeting of 
the State Grange which was held at Wilkes-Barre on December 10, 
and found that the representatives were most enthusiastic in their 
approval of what had been done and in the dijsinj to further the 
movement in every way in their power. In the coal regions the 
local secretaries of the Y. M. C. A. have assisted the Commission 
very much by their advice and co-operation and the interest of 
the members of the Federation of Women's Clubs in the traveling 
libraries has been invaluable. In a number of instances permanent 
collections of books have been begun and in some cases libraries 
which had fallen into disuse by reason of their funds being inade- 
quate for the purchase of new literature have been revivified. 
The Commission has had a number of library matters brought 
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before it outside of the traveling library work, and the State Li- 
brarian has made addresses at Jenkintown, Bloomsburg, Philadel- 
phia, Easton and Carlisle in the interests of the library movement, 
ne has also attended the meetings of the American Library Asso- 
ciation, the National Association of State Librarians, the New 
York State Library Association, and the Keystone Library Associa- 
tion. The latter organization convened at Gettysburg on October 
9 and 10 and had a most successful meeting. There were present 
eighty-six persons, who were either librarians or in some way 
connected with library work. 

Historical Research Work. 

For many years past communications have been sent to the 
State Librarian from the various departments and from individuals 
all over the country asking for information concerning military 
records and genealogical and historical data. It had been the cus- 
tom to refer these requests to people who were willing to perform 
the work for a moderate fee. There seemed to be, however, no 
authority for the preparation of certificates of military records 
by the State Librarian as had been the custom. After some cor- 
respondence with the Secretary of the Commonwealth the State 
Librarian was authorized 'to issue these certificates under the Li- 
brary seal to such persons as desired them, and this work now 
forms an important part of the Librarian's correspondence. By 
reason of the fact that the Second Series of Pennsylvania Archives 
is not indexed this research work is no light undertaking, involv- 
ing, as it does, the dealing with some 500,000 records and very few 
of them arranged in alphabetical order. Two hundred and seven 
letters have been received by the State Librarian since June 1, re- 
questing that the Pennsylvania records be searched for records of 
soldiers in the Colonial War, Revolutionary War and the War of 
1812-14 alone. These communications contain requests for from 
one to seven records each. Only one of the volumes of the Penn- 
sylvania Archives containing the military rolls is fully indexed 
(Vol. 23, Third Series), but a few of the military records in the 
other volumes are alphabetically arranged. Under these circum- 
stances it is apparent that a great deal of work must be done 
to bring together all references concerning a name in the Archives 
and to certify as to any man's service. In many cases a number 
of letters have to be written to the descendant of the soldier or 
the one wishing the certificate of service before the proper record 
can be given of men of the same name very often from the same 
section or county. In these cases county histories and assessments 
of the State have very often to be consulted. Interesting as this 
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work undoubtedly is, a great deal of labor would be saved by the 
proper indexing of the Archives which have been published. In 
addition to this military record work a great many communica- 
tions come to the Library from all parts of the country asking for 
information involving historical and genealogical research. 

As editor of the Archives of Pennsylvania the State Librarian 
is seriously considering a recommendation to reprint the muster 
rolls with the emendations which can now be made. This work 
will not be undertaken until the material in the care of the Custo- 
dian of the Public Records is properly classified.

Shortly after his appointment, viz, June 1st, 1903, the Clerk of 
the Public Records visited the manuscript departments of several 
large libraries that had made the care of such documents a special 
feature of their work. The result of said visits you have in his 
Report under date of July 6th, 1903, which for the sake of continuity 

herewith follows: 

"Harrisburg, Pa., July 6, 1903. 

Hon. Thomas L. Montgomery, State Librarian, Harrisburg, Pa. 

Dear Sir: I have the honor herewith to report the result of my 
examination of the methods adopted for the classification, indexing 
and general care of the manuscripts in the several manuscript de- 
partments of the following libraries, viz: 

New York State Library, Albany, N. Y. 

Astor-Lenox Libraries, New York City. 

Historical Society of Pennsylvania, Philadelphia, Pa. 

Congressional Library, Washington, D. C. 

State Library, Albany, N. Y. 

A large portion of the manuscript in charge of Mr. VanLear, the 
Archivist, has been arranged chronologically and is hinged in folio 
volumes, made years ago for that purpose, 12:}xl6i inches in size. 
These have been paged and indexed, the latter 'hinged in' at the end

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of each volume. Since his appointment he has changed the method, 
and now arranges the documents by Departments, e. g.. Executive, 
Secretary of State, etc., as the old plan was found to be ^too confin- 
ing,' and they are now catalogued by the ^Dewey System.' The more 
important papers are treated by the 'Emory Process.' There is 
danger, however, of the edges of the silk unravelling. 

Documents of minor importance are j^laced in large flat envelopes, 
cover of same properly endorsed and catalogued. The paper. used 
for mounting is as per sample marked 'New York State Library,' 
llJxlSf, with J-inch fold, and four perforations, and is purchased 
from the Hudson Valley Paper Co., 520 Broadway, Albany, N. Y. 

Prices could not be obtained, owing to the absence of the State Li- 
brarian. 

Rice flour paste is preferred to that of any other kind. 

Astor-Lenox Libraries, New York City. 

The manuscripts here are in charge of Mr. Eames, catalogued by 
the 'Cutter ' System,' and are arranged somewhat like those at 
Albany, save in the case of unimportant documents, which are 
placed in 'Folders,' endorsed and catalogued. Others are put in 
black cloth boxes 10Jxl4fx2f inches deep, with corners 'stayed.' 
These, if cloth bottomed, cost 20 cents each; if bottoms are of 
paper or board 1^ cents less, and can be bought from Schenck & 
Schlichti, 22-24 Great Jones street. New York City. 

Three (3) cards are made for each paper, viz: Name of Writer — 
To Writer — Mention of Writer. On each is written the name — loca- 
tion — date to whom — brief synopsis, if autograph or facsimile — 
number of pages and size. 

Important documents are covered with "crepeline" — stock No. 
3405; price 11 J cents per yard, and bought from Openheimer & Levy, 
471 Broadway, N-^w York City. 

The building being fire-proof, wooden cases are used, as at Al- 
bany, N. Y. 

Rice paste preferred. 

Historical Society of Pennsylvania, Locust and Thirteenth Streets, 

Philadelphia, Pa. 

The manuscript department here is in charge of Miss Wylie. 
Paper used for mounting is as per sample, marked 'Historical So- 
ciety of Pennsylvania.' A darker shade was formerly in use, but 
is now discontinued as not producing the proper effect. 

The file covers and brass rods in and by which the mounted 
manuscripts are placed and fastened are admirable, as papers 
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can easily be added to or taken from as necessity may require, 
and they are obtained from Haley & Baker, 321 Chestnut street, 
Philadelphia, Penna. 

Miss Wylie prefers cotton to linen paper, as the former does not 
cockle or rather buckle. 

Rice paste is used, as per following receipt: 3 dessert spoonfuls 
rice flour, ^ cup water, boil ten or fifteen minutes, oil of cloves to 
sweeten and should be made daily. 

The press is a clumsy affair, and should be of iron with a platen 
20x30 inches at least. 

The lithographer's stone is 12x24 inches and is too small. It is 
mainly used for bevelling the edges of paper. 

Keen edged knives are used in the process, as the paper must lie 
flat. 

Druggist spatulas are used in smoothing out the creases in the 
dampened paper. 

Crepeline is the material used in covering the more important 
documents. The address of the manufacturers as previously men- 
tioned. 

Congressional Library, Washington, D. C. 

Some of the methods here are those adopted by the Historical 
Society of Pennsylvania, e. g., file covers and brass rods. 

The paper for mounting is as per sample marked "Congressional 
Library." Standard size 11x16 inches, and tracing paper is used 
for 'hinging.' The lithographer's stone is 14x20, and the press 
16x26, both are too small. 

Tables are 3x8 feet with 2i-inch cherry tops. Crepeline covers 
the important documents and cards are made for each paper under 
the name of the writer. 

Papers are received and arranged geographically on the shelves 
and are in steel cases made by The Miller Safe & Iron Co., Balti- 
more, Md. 

Dr. Lincoln suggests arranging our papers by periods, viz: Settle- 
ment, Colonial, French and Indian War, Revolution, Constitution, 
1790-1800, 1800-1820, etc. 

The manuscript books are indexed and catalogued on cards re- 
ferring to said index. Papers taken from the several departments 
are kept in original folds (till they are mounted) placed on shelves, 
and cards giving date, source and general character of same are 
made. 

Rice flour paste is used, as per following receipt: 1 pint of flour, 
3 pints of water, boil; 3 or 4 grs. salicylic acid or pulverized alum 
to sweeten. 
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Preparation of Manuscripts. 

The paper is first dampened so that creases and turned edges 
may be smoothed. Care must be taken to smooth no crease which 
was unnoticed by the writer lest legibility be sacrificed. The manu- 
script is then dried between boards and submitted to heavy press- 
ure. This prevents the reappearance of the original roughness. The 
period of pressure necessary to secure a permanently smooth sur- 
face is about twenty-hour hours. Where the quality of ink will 
not allow the manuscript to be dampened, this period must be much 
extended. 

The manuscript is now ready to be repaired. For this purpose 
paper of similar color and texture to that of the original manu- 
&cript must be obtained. In many cases, owing to the age of the 
manuscript, this is no easy task. Hand-made paper is necessary 
and no bit of such paper is wasted. A patch conforming in size 
t(» the hole in the original manuscript is cut, the edges of both hole 
and patch carefully bevelled and scraped, and the patch held in 
place by the use of a thick flour paste. The manuscript is then 
heavily pressed. When dry the line of union between patch and 
paper is again scraped and the first stage in the work of repair is 
completed. 

But a manuscript thus repaired is not ready for use. Although 
no attempt is made to supply words which have been torn from the 
original manuscript, it is protected against further loss. For this 
purpose a covering of tracing paper or of fine silk veiling (crepe- 
line) is used. Tracing paper gives firmness but impairs legibility, 
and the veiling is generally preferred. This covering is pasted on 
each side of the manuscript, that the tendencies for the paper to 
curl in either direction may be neutralized. When dry the manu- 
script is again pressed and mounted for filing.

It should be stated, however, that that portion of said report 
which relates to the preparation of manuscripts was obtained 
through the courtesy of Dr. C. H. Lincoln, of the Manuscript Depart- 
ment of the Congressional Library, Washington, D. C, and with his 
consent embodied in the report. 

Next in order was the selection of a place to work in, and with 
the approval of the Board of Trustees, the basement room in the 
southern end of the Library Building was obtained. This room 
measures about 35 by 50 feet, with a ceiling eight feet high, is one- 
third above ground, has eleven large windows, giving plenty of 
natural light and assuring means for proper ventilation. 
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It was thoroughly cleansed, a granolithic pavement laid, the 
walls and ceiling painted a flat white. The cases were then de- 
signed, floor plan made, and the same submitted to the Board for its 
approval. This was obtained, and the Board directed that the cases 
should be ordered. Owing to a strike at the factory the manufac- 
turers were unable to make a shipment until the close of September, 
and Saturday, October the 10th, arrived before the last case was 
put in place. 

The cases are made of steel and number twenty-four. Sixteen 
of them are in two parts. The lower part, or base, measures 7 feet 
in length, 30 inches high and 36 inches deep, fitted with eight draw- 
ers 28x38 inches and 3J inches deep. The tops are 4^ by 7 feet, 
18 inches deep in the clear and fitted with moveable shelves. The 
balance measure 7 feet by 7, are 18 inches deep, with adjustable 
shelves. All have "curtained fronts," which move easily and are 
fitted with locks. 

The week following was devoted to gathering the loose papers 
in alcove No. 31, and the unpacking and placing in cases the con- 
tents of fortv boxes of documents found in the basement and 
attic of the Library Building. In addition to these documents 
twelve hundred files of papers and twenty-five books, these latter 
containing thousands of cancelled "Depreciation Pay Certificates," 
muster rolls of the militia who served during the War of the Revo- 
lution (many of these unpublished), and registry of the imports and 
exports at the port of Philadelphia— 1785, 1786 and 1787— were 
brought from the Department of the Auditor General. 

On Monday, October 19th, the young ladies who were engaged 
to assist in the Department began their work. At first the classifi- 
cation was a simple one, and was arranged under the head of 
Letters, 
Petitions, 
Military Papers, 
Miscellaneous Documents. 
This classification was adopted in order that they might become 
familiar with the documents and learn something of their character, 
as well as to discover the years covered. After several days' work 
the classification was extended and made as follows:

making, in all, one hundred and twenty-four divisions and sub-divi- 
sions, a large number, but unavoidable, for the simple reason that 
whether the papers were found in files or packed in boxes, no at- 
tention had been paid to either the date or character of the manu- 
script. The greater portion had been filed years ago by some 
person or persons who were unfitted for the work, as in the ma- 
jority of instances the endorsement bore no relation whatever to the 
contents of the packages. 

One thing that this Division has already developed is the neces- 
sity for the re-editing of the Pennsylvania Archives, Second and 
Third Series, in so far as they bear on the War of the Revolution 
and that of 1812-14. 

Many of the original muster rolls of the former, when compared 
with the rolls as printed, show great carelessness in clerical work. 
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For instance, Christian names and sur-names have changed places, 
and an old soldier filing his application for a pension, pleading age 
or poverty, sometimes both, having a friend to make an affidavit 
as to the truth of his statement, would be surprised, if living, to 
find that the official records of the State show that his friend had 
served his country instead of himself. 

As to the War of 1812-14, there are errors without number, and 
enough new material has been found to fill at least two volumes of 
regulation size. The harvest of information of both wars promises 
to be a rich one. 

It is the intention of this Department to work out, if possible, 
the military history of both Province and Commonwealth, filling 
out the interval between the several wars, and thus forming a com- 
plete military history up to and including Gov. Ritner's term. A 
further extension will, no doubt, follow in course of time. To ac- 
complish this purpose an invitation is herewith extended to persons 
throughout the State to either send any original muster rolls, or 
certified copies of same, now in their possession, to this Department, 
or else to send word where these rolls are located so that a compe- 
tent person can be sent to copy them. 

It may here be noted that a descendent of G^n. Wm. Reily, who 
was a Brigade Inspector sixty odd years ago for the division com- 
prising Dauphin, Lebanon, Berks and Schuylkill counties, has 
placed here the general's militia papers, and they number nearly one 
thousand. 

Again, there are many families whose ancestors were commis- 
sioned officers in the War of the Revolution, who possess commis- 
sions issued during that war, and of whose service there is no 
official record. The owners of these are now requested to either 
send to this Division the original commissions for safe keeping, or 
photographic copies (on 8x10 inch plates), in order that official 
records may be made of the same. 

This report should not close without reference to the assistants 
in this Department. Knowing nothing of the character of the work 
in which they were to engage they have already developed an apti- 
tude and enthusiasm that cannot help but be pioductive of good 
resulta 

The Custodian of the Records wishes to thank the State Librarian 
not only for the interest he has manifested in this new Department, 
but for his unfailing courtesy and ready compliance with all sugges- 
tions.

REGULATIONS FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
PENNSYLVANIA STATE LIBRARY. 



[1. The Board of Trustees of the State Library shall have supervision thereof and power to 
make rules and regrulations for the same, and the Oovemor, the Secretary of the Commonwealth 

and the Attorney General shall, ex-offldo, be said trustees, They 

shall meet annually upon the second Monday of December, and at such other times as they may 
fix for that purpose, and the State Librarian shall act as secretary to the same. 

2. The Library rooms shall be open to the public every secular day, except public holidays, 
between the hours of 9 a. m. and 3 p. m., except during: the sessions of the Legrislature and of 
the Supreme Court sittingr at Harrisburg, when the Library shall be open as aforesaid between 
the hours of 9 a. m. and 9 p. m., provided that on Saturdays the Library shall be closed at 12 
o'clock noon. 

3. The Governor, members of the General Assembly, Justices of the Supreme Court, heads of 
departments, and officers of the Commonwealth at the seat of government, and such other per- 
sons as may be designated by the rules adopted by the Board of Trustees, shall be entitled, 
under such regulations as the Board of Trustees shall prescribe, to take books from the Library. 
—Act of the Legislature, May 13th, 1889.]

A SUPPLEMENT 

To an act, entitled "An act for the establishment of free pub- 
lic libraries in the several schood-disitricts of this Common- 
wealth, except in cities of the first and second class," ap- 
proved the twenty-eighth day of June, Anno Domini one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-five, authorizing school- 
dis-tricts to join in establishing and maintaining free public 
libraries, or to join in aiding those otherwise established. 

Section 1. Be it enacted, &c., That when any town- 
ship surrounds or immediately adjoins any borough 
within this Commonwealth, the school directors, 
boards, or organizations having control of the com- 
mon schools of said borough and township, may join

sectarian, public library in said borough or township, 
or partly in both, the expense of such establishment 
and maintenance to be borne by said borough and 
township, in such proportions as may be agreed upon 
by the school authorities of said respective school dis- 
tricts, and for that purpose may levy the taxes pro- 
vided for in the act to which this is a supplement.

To aujthorize the purchase of historical works, relative to the 
services of Pennsylvania Volunteers during the late Civil 
War.
